DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 3, 6 and 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 3, 6 and 9 all includes the phrase, "extending transversely to an axis of rotation of 
the second member." It is unclear what the object of this phrase is. For the purpose of 
examination on the merits, it is assumed that the blades are extending. 

Claim 5 ends with the word "therewith." It is unclear what this word is referring back to. 

Claim 8, line 21, include the limitation "the element." Since the body of the claim 
previously recited a rotatable element and an element on the end of the transfer shaft, this 
limitation is unclear. 

The preamble of claim 8 states a rotational position sensor while the body of the claim 
describes a sensor. This causes confusion. It is suggested that "rotational position sensor" in the 
preamble be amended to —rotational position sensor assembly-. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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4. Claims 1-2, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Soots et 
al. 4,567,719. 

Discloses a rotational position sensor mounted on a frame member and sensing a 
rotational position of a feeder. The position sensor includes: 

- a transfer shaft (80) with a first end and an opposite second end 

- a rotatable sensor element ( 1 08) 

- a housing (102) 

- a mounting bracket having a hole (back wall of 102 shown on the right side of figure 
4). 

Regarding claim 4, the transfer shaft rotates with a pivot pin through arms (84, 86). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 8-9 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. Claims 3 and 6 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
